Remarks of Hon. 8. A. Douglas, 


Delivered 
at the ^tate 
House at 
SpringfitW. 


Illinois, on the I2th of June, 
1857/ 
Mr 
"President, Ladies 
and 
Gentlemen:—1 
appear before you to-nigbt at the request of the 
grand jury in attendance upon the United State? 
Court. W the purpose of submitting my view? 
upon certain topics upon wnicb they have exprea 
eed a desire to hear my opinion.

engaged in any public or political discussion; 
hut when caUed upon by a body of gentlem&n 
so intell'gent and reopcctable, coming from all 
parts of the Stnte.arvd^connected with thaadmiir' 
ish aiion ol public jufVice. I do n(itfcel at liberty 
to withold a fiill and fair exprefision of my opinion 
upon tl;e subjects to which they have referred, 
aiod which DOW eogrosa ao largo u share of the 
public attention.

The case oi Dred Scott was an actipi^r trae- 
pass. vi et armie in. the«ircait«oart of dwiiited 
States for the distri^ t ^ Misseurl for the purpose 
of establishing his claims to be a free man, and 
was taken by,writ, of error os the application ot 
Sffott to '.he Supreme Court of the United States 
where the final decision was pronounced byChief 
Justice Taney.. The facti of the ca^o. wero agree J 
upon and «cloiiitted to "be true by hot'h 
were in fiubstance that Died Sijott war a negro 
slave in Missouri ; that be went with his master 
who was ao oiBcer of the ariny.to FortArmstrong 
on ilock Islahd : and thence to Fort Sòellipg.on 
the west bank of the Mississippr rivcr.aiid within 
the country covered by the act ofCongress known 
as the Missouri Coiupromise ; ftnd thence he 
accompanied his master to the State of Missouri 
where he has since remained a slave. 
Upon this 
statement of facts two important and material 
questions arose, besides several incidental and 
minor ones which it was incumbent upon the 
court to take cotice of and decide. 
The court 
did not attempt to avoid responsibility by dispos- 
ing ot the ease upon technical plóints without 
touching the merits nor did they go out of their 
way to decide questions not properly before them 
and directly presented by the record. 
Like 
honest and conscientious judges, as they met and 
decided each point as it aerose atd faithfully per- 
formed their whole duty, and nothing but their 
duty to the country by determining all the ques- 
tions in the case, and nothing but what was 
essential to the •decision of the case upon its 
merits. The State courts of Missouri had decided 
against Dred Scotf, And áecíaned him and 
his 


the correctness of their conclusions.-r indeed, we 
would bo compelled, as honest men, l;o acknow- 
ledge and adopt the principle and ca-ry it out 
in good iiiith in al! our political action, by mod- 
ifying or repealing any legal or c<vi):>titiitior.aI 
provision in convict with that principle. 
Let us 
examine and see w,hat changes ^ i s principle 
would require in the confititution and laws of 
this State as well as of the United State. 
Of 
course, it would instantly emanoipate and set at 
liberty every slave in .«vny St^ite ^ 
this Union, 
i^nd in everjr- dther place under the American 
flag, and within the jurisdiction of the federal 
constitQ^tion. ISiavery being thus abolished, the 
same principle would compel ua to strike from 
the constitution of IlUnois the clause which 
di nies to a Be^o,w:hether free or slave, the right 
to come and live among u?, and in lieu ot it to 
open the door for the ttiree millions of emanci- 
pated slaves to enter and become citirens on 
an equality with ourselves. .The pincip^e would 
compel us to strike the word "white" put of our 
constitution, and allow the negro .to vote on an 
equality with white men, aud, of course, outvote 
us at the polls when tbey become a m ajority. 
The same principle would compel us to change 
the constitution so as to render a negro eligible 
to the legislature, to the bench, to the governor- 
^ip, to Congress, to the Presidency, and to all 
other places of honor, proflt or trust, on an equal 
footing with white men. 
When all these things 
shall have been done, and the principle of negro 
equality shall have been fully carried out in this 
extend, still the requircnaentsof the Declaration, 
of Independence will no^ have been satisfied, if| 
it really means what the republican or abolition 
party -assert 
it 
does mean, 
in 
declaring 
that a negro was created by the Almighty equal 
^ a white man.
